PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

Penybont  Rural  District  comprises  40,914  acres  (excluding 
area  covered  by  water).  Including  the  area  covered  by  water, 
the  area  is  41,134  acres. 

The  geology  of  the  district  presents  a considerable  variety 
of  features  and  the  number  of  different  formations  that  occur 
within  it  is  very  large  for  so  small  an  area.  In  fact,  the  whole 
district  is  one  of  great  interest  from  a geological  point  of  view. 

The  extreme  Northern  position  of  the  area  is  within  the 
basin  of  the  South  Wales  coalfield.  The  coal-measures  formation 
chiefly  consists  of  the  hard  sandstone  known  as  the  Pennant  grit, 
the  hardness  of  which  is  the  cause  of  the  deep  narrow  valleys, 
and  of  the  steep,  abruptly  rising  hills  that  flank  them. 

The  Southern  outcrop  of  the  coalfield  and  the  edge  of  the 
basin  is  along  a line  drawn  east  and  west  through  Tondu.  The 
comparative  softness  of  the  upturned  beds  along  the  line  of 
outcrop  has  resulted  in  their  suffering  from  weathering  to  a 
greater  e.xtent  than  the  beds  which  occupy  a more  horizontal 
position.  The  result  of  this  is  seen  in  the  depression,  which 
almost  looks  as  if  it  were  a river  valley,  that  extends  from  Pyle, 
past  Tondu,  until  it  meets  the  Ewenny  Valley  to  the  east  of 
Pencoed. 

Immediately  underlying  the  coal  measures  is  the  millstone 
grit — called  in  some  places  by  miners  the  " Farewell  Rock,”— a 
very  hard  sandstone,  that  gives  rise  to  an  unmistakeable  feature. 
This  feature  is  the  prominent  ridge  which  extends  from  Pen-}'- 
castell  camp,  overlooking  Pyle  on  the  west,  to  Pencoed  on  the 
east.  Further  east  of  this,  near  Llanilid,  in  the  Cowbridge 
Rural  District,  the  millstone  grit  comes  to  an  end,  until  it 
reappears  near  Pontyclun.  The  Ogmore  River  has  cut  through 
this  ridge  south  of  Tondu,  but  otherwise  it  is  unbroken:  west 
of  the  Ogmore  it  is  called  Cefn  Cribbwr  ; east  of  the  river,  Cefn 
Hirgoed. 

Up  to  this  line  the  geological  structure  of  the  district  is 
simple,  but  from  the  southern  edge  of  the  millstone  grit  to  the 
sea  the  succession  of  rocks  is  very  complicated,  and  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  follow  any  description  of  them  without  reference 
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to  a geological  map.  It  will  onl}^  be  possible  to  indicate  the 
formation  in  the  geological  on-cler,  and  to  state  approximately 
where  they  occur.  The  oldest  of  these  formations  is  the 
carboniferous  limestone.  A very  considerable  area  of  this 
formation,  in  the  northern  portion  of  the  Vale  of  Glamorgan, 
ceases  to  come  to  the  surface  on  the  Grack  Hill,  in  the  Cowbiidge 
Rural  District,  where  it  disappears  under  the  lias.  West  of 
Brocastle,  it  out-crops  again,  and  a large  area  of  it  forms  Tair 
Croes  Down,  Ewenny  Park,  and  Oldcastle  and  Ogmore  Downs, 
in  the  Penybont  Rural  District ; and  again  on  the  Western  side 
of  the  Ogmore  River,  Merthyrmawr  Warren,  Newton  Down,  and 
a portion  of  Stormy  Down,  until  it  ceases  a short  distance  east 
of  Kenfig.  There  is  also  another  area  of  it  at  Nottage  and 
Porthcawl.  The  carboniferous  limestone  always  produces  a dry 
and  somewhat  thin  soil,  and  this  is  traversed  by  a great  number 
of  fissures.  The  result  of  this  is  that  most  of  the  rain  that  falls 
upon  it  is  carried  away  in  underground  streams,  while  the  valleys, 
like  Pant  St.  Bride’s,  are  often  entirely  dry.  The  accumulation 
of  underground  waters  often  gives  rise  to  very  large  springs 
some  of  these,  like  Schwyl  Pool,  from  which  the  water  supply  of 
Bridgend  is  obtained,  are  constant,  while  others  like  the  Burrows 
Well,  on  Merthyrmawr  Warren,  are  intermittent. 

The  triassic  formation  is  represented  by  a large  area  of 
conglomerate  extending  from  the  sea  coast  below  Newton  Nottage, 
in  Porthcawl  Urban  District,  to  Kenfig,  and  thence  to  North 
Cornelau  and  the  west  edge  of  Stormy  Down.  There  is  a small 
area  of  the  same  formation  extending  north  of  Tythegston,  and 
a very  much  larger  area  extending  northwards  from  the  villages 
of  Coychurch  and  Coity,  until  it  meets  the  millstone  grit  at 
Cefn  Hirgoed.  Also  included  in  the  trias  are  the  Rhaetic  Beds, 
which  in  this  part  are  represented  by  heavy  sandstone.  A thin 
bed  overlaying  the  conglomerate  extends  from  St.  Mary  Hill,  in 
the  Cowbridge  Rural  District,  to  Coity,  in  the  Penybont  Rural 
District,  and  reappears  at  the  well  known  Quarella  Quarries  at 
Bridgend.  Thence  trending  westwards  these  beds  outcrop  over 
a considerable  area  from  Penyfai  to  Pyle. 

Over  the  whole  of  the  remainder  of  the  district  the  subsoil 
consists  of  the  clay  and  limestone  of  the  Lower  Lias.  On  the 
coast,  east  of  the  mouth  of  the  Ogmore,  the  well-known  Sutton 
Bed  are  found,  the  quarries  of  which  have  been  worked  for 
many  centuries.  The  coast  section,  from  the  mouth  of  the 
Ogmore  to  Lavernock  Point,  is  a succession  of  Beds  of  Lower 
Lias,  and  is  probably  the  finest  exposure  of  these  beds  in  the 
Kingdom.  The  Lias  beds  generally  give  rise  to  a sticky  clay 
soil  that  is  difficult  to  work,  but,  nevertheless,  is  fertile,  and 
produces  excellent  corn. 
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It  remains  to  mention  the  clay  and  drift  beds,  the  remains 
and  the  evidence  of  the  last  Ice’  Age.  I lie  chief  exposure  of 
these  is  in  the  Jirea  immediately  south  of  Bridgend,  where  there 
is  a very  large  bed  of  glacial  clay  extending  from  Waterton  to 
the  Ogmore  River,  and  overlaid  in  the  portion  nearest  to  the  river 
by  a coarse  gravel,  containing  many  boulders,  which  is  also 
probably  of  Glacial  Age,  and  was  formed  by  an  effluent  from 
the  retreating  Ice  sheet.  The  clay  is  of  excellent  quality  for 
potter’s  work,  and  the  Ewenny  Potteries,  where  the  clay  is  used, 
have  been  worked  for  a very  long  period — some  say  since  the 
time  of  the  Romans.  Glacial  beds  also  occur  largely  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Pyle  and  likewise  at  Pencoed,  and  in  smaller 
quantities  in  other  parts  of  the  district. 

Of  the  recent  formations,  be.sides  the  river  gravels  in  the 
valleys,  I may  mention  the  very  large  extent  of  blown  sand 
forming  the  Merthyrmawr  Warren,  which  has  rendered  a large 
quantity  of  land  useless  for  agricultural  purposes. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

A very  large  majority  of  the  male  population  is  occupied  in 
local  coal  mining.  As  much  of  the  area  of  your  district  is  agricultural 
land,  the  greater  part  of  the  remaining  male  population  is  employed 
working  upon  this  land.  The  female  population,  generally 
speaking,  undertake  household  duties,  there  being  no  great 
demand  by  any  trade  in  the  district  for  female  labour.  The 
chief  industry  does  not  materially  affect  the  adult  death  rate  of 
the  district — though  it  should  be  stated  that  owing  to  a certain 
proportion  of  the  working  population  being  engaged  in  different 
“ shifts,”  the  result  is  that  the  normal  sleeping  time  is  disarranged 
— some  of  the  men  retire  to  rest  at  10  a.m.  and  go  to  work  at 
either  2 or  10  p.m.,  with  the  result  that  not  only  do  they  get 
less  sleep  as  a rule  than  those  who  sleep  during  the — what  is 
considered — normal  sleeping  hours,  but  also  they  have  the  dis- 
advantage of  sleeping  during  daylight,  which  is  not  advantageous 
to  the  proper  recuperation  of  the  body  after  it  has  been  worn 
by  manual  or  other  labour.  These  ” shifts  ” also  have  an  effect 
on  child-life  in  the  district.  In  some  instances,  it  may  be  only 
a few,  but,  nevertheless,  it  is  a fact  that  the  sleeping  hours  of 
the  children  are  disarranged,  because  they  retire  either  too  late 
or  are  awakened  earlier  than  they  shoidd  be  and  before  they 
have  had  ‘‘their  sleep  out.”  Part  of  this  difficulty  could  be 
over-come  if  the  workers  had  more  convenient  houses  with  proper 
bath-rooms  (supplied  with  hot  water)  and  sleejung  accommodation. 

At  present  in  some  houses  the  workmen  have  to  go  through 
the  children’s  bedroom  before  reaching  their  own.  Pithead  baths 
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which  have  been  a subject  of  .controversy  for  so  many  years,  and 
which  seem  to  be  as  far  off  as  ever,  would  be  of  immense  value, 
raising  the  conditions  under  wliich  miners  and  their  families 
live.  The  saving  of  labour  of  the  mother  in  the  household  can 
only  be  realized  by  those  whose  duties  have  taken  them  constantly 
into  the  homes  of  collieiy  workers,  f he  mother  would  have 
considerably  more  time  to  attend  to  the  needs  of  the  children. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

During  the  past  five  years  considerable  extensions  in  the 
Public  Health  staff  have  been  made. 

(a)  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Up  to  1919  a part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  was 
engaged  also  in  general  practice,  was  employed.  In  1920 
a joint  appointment  (with  Bridgend  Urban  District  Council) 
of  a whole-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  made. 

(b)  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Prior  to  1920  your  Council  employed  two  part-time  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  the  other  duties  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  being 
Surveying  work.  In  1920  two  full-time  Sanitary  Inspectors 
were  appointed,  both  of  whom  now  hold  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors’  certificate  and,  in  addition,  the  Meat  Inspectors’ 
certificate. 

(c)  Health  Visitors. 

In  1916  two  full-time  Health  Visitors  were  appointed,  and 
this  part  of  the  staff  still  remains  the  same. 

{d)  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

In  1907  an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  was  opened  at  Cefn 
Hirgoed.  The  accommodation  for  Infectious  cases  was  12 
beds,  and  served  the  following  areas  : — 

(1)  Penybont  Rural  District. 

(2)  Bridgend  Urban  District. 

(3)  Porthcawl  Urban  District. 

(4)  Cowbridge  Rural  District. 

(5)  Cowbridge  Urban  District. 

The  accommodation  to-day  is  the  same  but  at  present 
additions  are  being  made  whereby  an  increased  number  of 
beds  will  be  available.  It  is  hoped  that  the  additions  will 
be  ready  for  use  in  a few  months.

(e)  Smallpox  Hospital. 

A hospital  with  accommodation  for  jjatients  was  opened 
>>■>  This  hospital  serves  the  following  areas  : — 

(1)  Penybont  Rural  District. 

(2)  Bridgend  Urban  District. 

(3)  Porthcawl  Urban  District. 

(4)  Cowbridge  Rural  District. 

(5)  Cowbridge  Urban  District. 

(fi)  Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District. 

The  accommodation  at  this  hospital  to-day  remains  the  same. 

General  Diseases  and  Accident  Hospital, 

There  is  in  Bridgend  a Cottage  Hospital,  completed  in  1896, 
containing  7 beds,  4 for  males  and  3 for  females.  In  addition 
there  is  in  this  Hospital  one  cot.  The  great  majority  of  the 
cases,  however,  from  your  district  are  taken  to  the  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary,  the  Swansea  General  Hospital,  or  the  Port  Talbot 
Hospital. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Mid  Glamorgan  Water  Act  of  1920  was  established  and 
took  over  the  water  undertakings  of  the  (1)  Ogmore  and  Garw 
Urban  District  Council,  (2)  Maesteg  Council,  (3)  Penybont  Rural 
District  Council,  (4)  Cowbridge  Rural  District  Council,  (o)  Garw 
Water  Co.,  (6)  Ogmore  Valley  Water  Co.,  (7)  Southerndown  Water 
Co.  The  Mid  Glamorgan  Water  Board  started  to  function  on 
January  1st,  1921.  By  the  Mid  Glamorgan  W'ater  Act,  1921,  the 
water  undertaking  of  the  Bridgend  Gas  and  Water  Co.  was  taken 
over  as  from  January  1st,  1923. 

The  northern  part  of  the  district  is  the  Parish  of  Llangynwyd 
Middle,  consisting  of  the  villages  of  Llangynwyd,  Cwmfelin,  and 
Pontrhydycyff.  The  sources  of  supply  are  two  in  number,  known 
as  Waun-orest  and  Troedrhiw  ; both  are  collected  from  mountain 
land  on  the  coal  measures  into  settling  tanks,  and  from  these 
by  means  of  cast  iron  mains  to  the  villages.  The  water  is  not 
filtered  and  is  of  a very  soft  character.  Anal^^st’s  reports,  covering 
many  years,  give  the  water  as  being  of  a high  grade  of  purit\'. 
The  supply  is  ample,  and  at  no  time  of  drought  is  there  a shortage. 
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LLANGYNVVYD  LOWER. 

The  eastern  part  of  this  parish  is  the  village  of  Coytrahen, 
containing  a population  of  300.  The  supply  here  is  from  a source 
called  Ffynnon  Shon  Morgan.  The  water  is  collected  from  the 
spring  into  a suppl}'’  main  to  a service  reservoir,  and  from  there 
distributing  mains  supply  the  whole  village.  An  ample  supply  is 
provided. 

NEWCASTLE  HIGHER  AND  YNYSAWDRE. 

These  parishes  are  jointly  provided  with  a supply,  first  from 
Pentwyn,  on  Tondu  mountain ; the  supply  has  since  been 
augmented  by  a bulk  supply  from  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water 
Board,  and  additional  sources  have  also  been  secured  from  Cefn- 
Carfan,  Heolycyw,  and  Cildaudy.  A shortage  is  experienced 
during  times  of  drought  at  some  of  the  high  levels. 

BRYNCETHIN  AND  BRYNCOCH  (St.  Brides  Minor). 

These  villages  are  supplied  direct  from  the  Mid-Glamorgan 
Water  Board  mains  and  have  an  ample  supply.  One  part  of  the 
parish,  viz.,  Heolaethog,  consisting  of  about  32  houses,  is  dependent 
upon  a few  small  springs  on  the  hill  side,  and  is  very  unsatisfactory. 
The  need  for  a good  and  sufficient  supply  is  very  pressing. 

COITY. 

This  parish  is  supplied  in  bulk  from  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water 
Board  and  has  an  ample  supply. 

PENCOED  AND  COYCHURCH  HIGHER. 

These  parishes  have  a joint  supply  from  Mynydd-Gaer.  The 
water  being  collected  into  settling  tanks  and  from  these  to  two 
service  reservoirs,  one  fixed  at  Rhiv'^  Ceilog,  which  supplies  Pen- 
coed,  and  the  other  fixed  at  Heolycyw  for  the  supply  of  Coychurch 
Higher.  From  the  reservoirs  distributing  mains  are  laid  to  all 
the  populated  parts  of  the  parishes. 

COYCHURCH  LOWER. 

This  parish  is  supplied  from  wells,  but  is  within  reasonable 
distance  to  have  the  mains  extended,  either  from  the  Pencoed 
supply  or  from  Coity  supply,  which  extends  as  far  as  Sinionstone. 

EWENNY. 

1 his  parish  is  supplied  in  bulk  by  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water 
Board  ; the  part  known  as  Corntown  is  still  dependent  upon 
springs. 
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ST.  BRIDE’S  MAJOR. 

The  upper  part  of  the  village  is  dependent  upon  a deep  well. 
The  lower  part  has  a service  from  the  Southerndown  reservoir, 
connected  to  a galvanised  tank  on  the  roadside.  The  Southerndown 
and  Ogmore  part  of  this  parish  are  supplied  by  the  Mid-Glamorgan 
Water  Board.  This  is  pumped  from  the  Schwyll  Springs  to  a 
service  reservoir  situated  at  Heol-y-Mynydd,  from  which  dis- 
tributing mains  are  laid  to  all  the  houses  and  bungalows,  and 
also  Dunraven  Castle. 


MERTHYRMAWR. 

This  village  is  supplied  from  the  Schwyll  Springs.  The  supply 
is  a private  one,  and  was  provided  by  Col.  J.  I.  D.  Nicholl. 

WICK. 

This  parish  is  provided  for  by  wells  and  rain  water  tanks, 
and  is  frequently  short  of  water. 

TYTHEGSTON  LOWER. 

This  parish  also  is  dependent  upon  wells  and  rain  water  tanks, 
and  is  also  badly  supplied. 

PYLE  AND  TYTHEGSTON  HIGHER. 

These  parishes  are  jointly  supplied,  originally  by  the  Garw 
Water  Co.,  the  Ynysawdre  and  Newcastle  Higher  mains  and  thence 
to  Cefn  Cribbwr,  Kenfig  Hill,  and  Pyle.  The  developments  at 
Tondu  and  Aberkenfig  caused  this  supply  to  fall  far  short  of  the 
requirements,  and  a new  source  of  supply  was  obtained  from  Cwm 
Kenfig,  situated  in  the  Margam  range  of  mountains. 

LALESTON. 

This  village  is  supplied  from  a well.  The  part  situated  on 
Cefn  Cribbwr  is  supplied  from  the  Pyle  and  Tythegston  Higher 
main,  and  the  northern  part,  known  as  Ffordd-y-gyfraith  is 
supplied  by  wells. 

Improvements  Required. 

The  Board  should  be  urged  to  supply  Heolaethog,  the  parish 
of  Laleston,  including,  Ffordd-y-gyfraith,  and  the  parish  of  Kenhg 
in  addition,  to  greatly  improve  the  supply  for  Kenhg  Hill  and 
Cefn  Cribbwr. 

'I'he  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  have  various  works  in 
iirogress,  and  included  in  these  is  a reservoir  at  Llangeinor.  Ihis 
reservoir  is  being  constructed  on  the  top  of  the  Llangeinor  Hill, 
at  a point  abutting  the  cross-roads  and  about  a quarter  of  a mile 
south  of  Llangeinor  Church.  This  reservoir  has  a capacity  ot  l-.j 
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million  gallons.  The  main  from  the  Llangeinor  reservoir  will  feed 
a service  reservoir  at  Cefn  Cribbwr,  and  from  heie  an  8-inch  main 
extends  through  Cefn  Kenfig  Hill  to  Pyle  Cross.  When  this  work 
is  completed  the  water  supply  from  Cwm  Kenfig  can  be  used 
entirely  for  the  higher  levels  of  Cefn  and  district,  and  will,  it  is 
hoped,  prove  an  ample  supply.  The  water  in  the  service  reservoir 
will  be  available  for  the  supply  of  Kenfig  Hill  and  Pyle.  The  new 
works  in  course  of  construction  in  the  Cowbridge  Rural  District 
will  relieve  Pencoed  from  having  to  spare  water  from  its  supply 
to  other  districts  when  they  cannot  afford  to  do  so. 

Another  important  point  in  connection  with  the  new  scheme 
at  Llangeinor  is  that,  should  the  water  supply  from  the  coal 
measures  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  district  fail,  then  water  can  be 
pumped  from  the  Schwyll  springs  to  the  reservoir,  and  so  a supply 
will  be  available. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  chief  rivers  in  the  district  are  the  Llynvi  and  Ogmore. 

The  Llynfi  rises  in  the  Maesteg  Valley  and  flows  through 
the  upper  part  of  3mur  district,  receiving  tributaries  from  the 
Gadlys  valley,  from  Cwm-Nant-Gwyn  and  the  Kenfig  brook  at 
the  junction  of  the  Ogmore  and  Llynfi  rivers  below  Brynmenyn. 
This  stream  receives  the  coal  washings  of  the  pits  in  the  Maesteg 
valley,  and  also  the  sewage  effluent  from  the  Maesteg  U.D.  Council 
works,  and  the  effluent  from  your  Council  works  at  Troedrhiw- 
garth.  At  Kenfig  Hill  there  is  a brook  at  Nant-craig-y-Aber 
which  is  really  the  overflow  of  the  Porthcawl  Water  Works. 
The  Cwm  Kenfig  brook  divides  Kenfig  Hill  and  P3de  parishes 
from  the  Margam  Urban  District. 

The  Ewenny  river  rises  at  the  eastmost  portion  of  your 
district,  and  joins  the  Ogmore  river  at  Merth3a'mawr.  The 
Ewenny  river  has  a tributary  which  joins  it  near  Castle-upon-Alum. 
The  Ewenny,  during  its  course,  receives  crude  sewage  from  a few 
houses,  e.g.,  at  Pencoed.  The  Ogmore  river  is  a continuation  of 
the  two  main  streams  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District. 
It  passes  through  Tondu  and  Aberkenfig,  and,  after  flowing  some 
distance,  it  passes  through  the  town  of  Bridgend,  and  again  into 
your  district,  ultimately  discharging  into  the  Bristol  Channel. 
This  stream  receives  the  coal  washings  of  several  collieries  and  the 
sewage  effluent  of  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District,  and  that 
portion  of  Gilfach  Goch  termed  Evanstown. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  following  parishes  have  the  house  refuse  cleared  three 
times  weekly  : — 

(«)  Ynysawdre.  {b)  Llangynwyd  Middle,  (c)  Newcastle 

Higher,  {d)  Coychurch  Higher. “ {e)  St.  Brides  Minor.

(a)  Llangynwyd  l.ower.  (b)  Kenlig  Hill,  (c)  St.  Brides 
Major,  (d)  Coychiirch  Lower. 

Four  times  weekly  : — 

(fl)  Tythegston  Higher,  (b)  Pencoed. 

Daily  collection  : — (a)  Pyle. 

Coity  Higher  parish  has  its  bins  cleared  once  fortnightly. 

The  early  removal  of  house  refuse  cannot  be  over  estimated 
if  the  public  health  is  to  be  improved.  It  is  highly  important 
that  covered  bins  of  suitable  size  should  be  provided. 

As  I have  previousl}^  pointed  out,  the  disease  known  as 
Infantile  Paralysis  is  likely  to  occur  where  household  refuse  and 
street  scavenging  are  not  carefully  attended  to. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

In  certain  parts  of  your  district  there  are  efficient  sewage 
schemes,  and  in  others  there  are  no  schemes  at  all,  leaving  only 
pail  closets  or  privy  middens,  which  are  often  defective,  available. 
The  number  of  pail  closets  in  use  is  gradually  decreasing  ; this  has 
especially  been  the  case  during  the  last  two  years.  When  all  the 
houses  in  the  Pencoed  and  Heolycyw  districts  have  been  joined 
to  the  sewer  there  will  still  be  a further  decrease  in  these  old- 
fashioned  closets.  In  1921  there  were  in  use  in  your  district 
1845  pail  closets,  to-da}^  there  are  1275. 

The  number  of  houses  connected  to  cess  pits  in  1921  was  243, 
to-day  the  number  is  370.  During  the  past  five  years  various 
improvements  in  the  drainage  of  the  district  have  been  effected, 
the  most  important  being  the  following  : — 

(1)  The  brook  which  runs  nearly  the  whole  length  of  the  village 
of  Pencoed  has  been  covered  over,  and  the  nuisance  which 
existed  here  for  years  has  been  abated.  Now  that  the  drains 
which  were  discharging  into  this  brook  have  been  connected 
with  the  Pencoed  sewer  a very  great  improvement  has  been 
effected  in  the  Pencoed  area. 

(2)  The  scheme,  completed  in  1922,  for  providing  for  the  disposal 
of  the  sewage  of  the  whole  of  Pencoed  and  Heolyct’w  is  the 
largest  improvement  that  has  been  recently  carried  out, 
The  works  are  situated  in  the  parish  of  Coychurch  Lower  and 
cover  an  area  of  five  acres  in  extent.  The  method  of  treat- 
ment of  the  sewage  is  b}^  bacterial  filtration  ; the  sewage, 
after  passing  through  the  main  sewer,  is  pumped  into  elevated 
liquef3dng  tanks,  and  then  passes  through  percolating  filters 
which  are  supplied  with  rotaiy  distributers.  The  effluent 
from  the  filter  beds  flows  through  humus  tanks  before  being 
finally  discharged  into  the  River  Ewenn}’.  .V  storm  water 
tank  and  sludge  lagoons  to  treat  the  sludge  have  been  provided. 
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(3)  A sewerage  scheme  has,  during  1925,  been  carried  out  for  the 
village  of  Penyfai.  This  consists  of  fi-inch  and  9-inch  diameter 
stone-ware  pipes  which  discharge  into  the  Penybont  Main 
sewer. 


(4)  In  1921  the  Sarn  sewer  extension  and  Cefn  roads  and  sewers 
were  carried  out. 

(5)  In  1922  Pencoed  Housing  Site  roads  and  sewers  and  Pyle 
Housing  Site  roads  and  sewers  were  completed. 

(6)  In  1923  the  following  works  were  carried  out  : — 

Sarn  roads  and  sewers. 

Heolj^cyw  subsidiary  sewers. 

Pyle  burial  ground. 

Sewer  extension  at  Litchard  Terrace  and  at  Cefn  Road, 
Cefn  Cribbwr. 

(7)  In  1924  extensions  of  sewers  at  Victoria  Road,  Kenfig  Hill, 
and  at  School  Road,  Pyle,  were  completed. 

(8)  In  1925  the  following  improvements  were  carried  through  ; — 

Road  formation  at  Pencoed  Housing  Site. 

Footpaths  at  ditto. 

Subsidiary  sewers  at  Woodbine  Terrace  and  Railway 
Terrace,  Heolycyw. 

Private  Street  Works  at  Coronation  Street  and  St.  Brides 
Road,  Tondu. 

Construction  of  sewer  at  Coity  Road,  Pencoed. 

6-inch  subsidiary  sewer  at  Sarn  and  a branch  sewer  at 
Lletai  Housing  Site,  Pencoed. 

At  present  there  is  a sewage  scheme  for  Kenfig  Hill,  Cefn 
Cribbwr,  and  Pyle.  There  is  here  a main  sewer  of  12in.  diameter 
which  receives  from  subsidiary  sewers  the  sewage  of  Kenfig  Hill 
and  Cefn  Cribbwr.  The  sewer  goes  into  the  parish  of  Pyle  and 
there  reaches  the  out-fall  works  which  comprise  detritus  chambers 
and  septic  tanks.  There  are  two  sets  of  these  chambers  and 
tanks,  so  that  the  one  set  can  be  cleansed  while  the  other  is  being 
used.  In  connection  with  these  there  are  four  circular  percolating 
filters.  After  being  filtered,  the  effluent  is  further  treated  by 
being  carried  to  the  irrigation  beds  and  from  these  the  effluent  is 
drained  to  the  brook. 

londu,  Aberkenfig,  Brynmenyn,  Brynoch  and  Bryncethin 
have  a .sewage  .scheme,  the  sewer  eventually  joining  the  Penybont 
Main  Sewer,  which  discharges  into  the  Bristol  Channel. 
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llan(;ynwyi). 

I here  is  here  a sewaf(e  scheme,  tlie  sewer  carrying  the  sewage 
from  tlie  village  of  Cwmfelin  to  outfall  works  comprising  detritus 
chambers  and  tanks,  which  are  not  in  duplicate,  and  from  the 
tanks  to  percolating  filters.  The  effluent  then  discharges  into 
the  Llynfi  river. 


LLANGYNWYD  MIDDLE. 

A scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  has  been 
commenced  at  Llangynwyd  Middle  for  the  village  of  Pontrhydycuff. 
The  scheme  will  drain  all  the  existing  hoirses  in  the  village,  including 
the  Council’s  Housing  Site,  and  provides  for  future  requirements, 
as  far  as  can  be  estimated.  The  sewage  works  are  to  be  con- 
structed on  land  (about  5 acres)  purchased  by  the  Council.  The 
works  are  to  consist  of  2 Detritus,  and  Screening  Chambers,  with 
a storm-water  overflow  set  at  6 times  D.VV.F.,  2 Settling  Tanks, 
2 Percolating  Filters,  each  42ft.  Oin.  diameter,  with  rotary  di.s- 
tributers,  and  2 Humus  Tanks.  The  effluent  from  the  latter  will 
be  discharged  into  the  River  Llynfi.  Sludge  from  the  tanks  is 
collected  into  wells,  from  which  the  sludge  will  be  pumped  by 
hand-pumps,  and  deposited  on  the  land  in  shallow  trenches. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  .scheme  will  be  completed  in  May,  1926. 

As  far  as  one  is  able  to  anticipate  in  regard  to  the  development 
and  future  needs  of  the  district,  it  seems  to  me  that,  taking  every- 
thing into  consideration,  a joint  sewerage  scheme  with  an  outlet 
at  the  sea  for  the  whole  district,  and  indeed  for  the  districts  lying 
to  the  north  and  east  of  your  district,  is  one  which  will,  in  the  very 
near  future,  require  consideration  if  we  are  to  avoid  a conglomer- 
ation of  small  sewerage  schemes  dotted  throughout  or  close  to 
the  district.

There  is  still  a considerable  shortage  of  houses,  and  in  addition 
there  is  much  overcrowding  throughout  th*e  district,  especially  in 
the  older  class  of  house,  and  where  two  or  more  families  are  living 
together. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Very  much  time  has  been  spent  in  Food  Inspection  during 
the  last  five  years. 


Meat. 


The  inspection  of  meat  is  regularly  and  systematically  carried 
out  as  far  as  it  is  possible  in  a district  where  there  are  slaughter- 
houses scattered  throughout  the  district.  Under  the  Public  Health 
Meat  Regulations,  1924,  a form  was  given  to  each  butcher,  or  to 
those  who  slaughter  in  the  district,  for  the  purpose  of  filling  thereon 
the  ordinary  times  and  dates  of  slaughter.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
this  is  of  considerable  advantage  in  that  if  a butcher  wishes  to 
slaughter  at  other  times  he  has  to  give  special  notice  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Part  of  the  benefit  of  these  Regulations  is  nullified  by  the 
forms  being  filled  up  so  as  to  include  each  day  in  the  week.  The 
butchers  doing  this  can  thus  slaughter  on  any  date  without  giving 
special  notice. 

Meat  inspection  can  never  be  thoroughly  carried  out,  nor 
can  the  meat  be  considered  safe,  until  a public  abattoir  is  forth- 
coming, and  all  animals  for  human  food  slaughtered  therein,  and 
all  meat  inspected  before  it  leaves  the  premises. 

An  abattoir  situated  in  a central  spot,  such  as  near  Bridgend, 
is  wha.t  is  required.  I understand  that  Bridgend  Urban  District 
Council  is  considering  this  question,  and  perhaps  a combined 
scheme  might  meet  with  the  approval  of  both  Councils. 
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Milk  Supply. 

A very  large  (juantity  of  milk  is  jiroduced  within  yfuir  district, 
owing  to  it  being  partly  of  a rural  character.  During  the  last 
live  years  there  ha.s.  been  a veiy  considerable  improvement  in  the 
conditions  under  which  milk  is  i)roduced,  cowsheds  have  been 
rebuilt  or  improved  by  having  water  supplies  laid  on,  by  better 
ventilation  and  lighting,  by  being  regularly  cleaned  and  lime- 
washed,  by  having  impervious  floors  laid  in  place  of  rough,  cobbled 
floors  which  could  not  be  properly  cleaned  down,  and  by  various 
other  improvements. 

Generally,  five  3'ears  ago,  the  milk  was  produced  in  very  bad 
.surroundings.  Cowsheds  were  badly  constructed,  dirty  and  manure 
heaps  were  allowed  close  to  the  cowshed.  Although  these  improve- 
ments have  been  carried  out,  in  many  instances  there  still  remain 
many  things  which  can  be  done  to  safeguard  the  milk  if  it  is  to  be 
considered  suitable  for  human  consumption. 

In  this  district,  probably  the  four  chief  factors  remaining  to 
be  improved,  in  order  to  get  and  retain  a clean  milk  supply',  are  : — 

(1)  The  grooming  and  cleansing  of  the  cow; 

(2)  The  cleanliness  of  the  milker. 

(3)  The  sterilizing  of  milk  utensils,  including  the  jug  in  which 

the  milk  is  kept  in  the  consumer’s  house  ; 

(4)  The  way  in  which  the  milk  is  protected  after  reaching 

the  consumer. 

During  the  year  52  samples  of  new  milk  were  taken  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  They  were  all  found  to  be  genuine, 
with  the  exception  of  five,  three  of  which  were  deficient  in  butter 
fat,  the  remaining  two  contained  added  water.  Four  of  the 
vendors  were  convicted,  and  in  the  fifth  instance  the  case  was 
dismissed.  For  this  information  I am  indebted  to  Superintendent 
John  Davies. 


Table  A. — ^Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 
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PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

No  use  hiis  been  made  in  your  area  of  the  Schick  and  Dick 
tests  as  far  as  I am  aware. 

Pneumonia  notihcations  are  not  received  by  me  with  any 
regularity  ; in  fact,  it  can  be  stated  that  practically  none  of  the 
cases  of  pneumonia  are  notified  at  all. 

Following  upon  each  notification,  disinfectants  are  supplied 
and  fumigations  carried  out.  Fumigation  of  clothes  takes  place 
at  the  Isolation  Flospital. 

There  are  no  cleansing  stations  for  use  in  verminous  cases 
in  the  district. 

Your  Council  keep  a supply  of  Anti-Toxin  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  this  is  available  for  general  practitioners.  As  far 
as  possible  every  case  notified  is  removed  to  hospital  for  isolation. 

During  1925  there  has  been  considerable  difficulty  in  getting 
the  cases  removed,  owing  to  the  fact  that  new  wards  and  additional 
accommodation  for  the  staff  are  being  carried  out. 

Not  only  has  the  accommodation  been  limited,  owing  to  the 
limited  number  of  beds  already  in  existence,  but  another  difficulty 
has  arisen,  due  to  the  fact  that  one  ward  has  had  to  be  used  for 
housing  part  of  the  staff  whilst  the  improvements  have  been 
going  on. 


I feel  sure  that  the  lack  of  beds  available  has  had  an  adverse 
effect  upon  the  number  of  cases. 

I feel  sure  that  in  a district  such  as  yours,  with  its  housing 
difficulty  and  much  overcrowding,  it  is  impossible,  except  in  a 
very  few  instances,  to  get  isolation  efficiently  carried  out  at  home. 

Upon  my  request  the  School  Medical  Officer  has  had  the 
schools  examined  for  any  mild  or  missed  case  of  diphtheria  as  well 
as  carriers.  This  has  been  done,  especially  in  the  Kenfig  Hill  and 
Cefn  Cribbwr  areas.  As  a result  of  these  examinations  several 
carriers  were  found  and  excluded  from  school  until  such  time  as 
they  were  found  to  be  apparently  free  from  the  germs. 

No  school  was  closed  because  of  any  epidemic  disease  during 
192o,  or  the  previous  four  years. 


Tuberculosis. 


'I'lic  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  has  fallen  during  1925, 
but  1 do  not  think  that  this  can  be  considered  as  a correct  guide 
as  to  the  district's  health  in  regard  to  this  disease.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  in  1924  a special  effort  was  made  to  get  the 
whole  of  the;  cases  in  the  district  notified,  consequently  this  meant 
that  a number  of  cases,  which  for  many  reasons  had  not  been 
notified  up  to  then,  were  eventually  notified,  with  a result  that  a 
very  large  number  of  notifications  were  received  during  that  year. 


In  consequence  of  the  shortage  of  work  during  1925,  and  the 
consequent  diminution  in  the  average  amount  of  money  going 
into  the  homes,  I feel  that  there  has  of  necessity  been  le.ss 
nourishing  food  going  into  the  homes.  If  this  supposition  is 
correct,  the  n,  there  is  a likelihood  that  the  germs  of  disease, 
especially  of  Tuberculosis,  will  have  had  an  easier  prey  in  the 
inhabitants. 


Although  1925  was  a j^ear  considerably  above  the  average 
in  regard  to  fineness  of  weather,  and  in  its  amount  of  sunlight, 
it  is  a fact  that  sufficient  advantage  was  not  taken  of  the  fresh  air 
and  sunlight  available.

I beg  to  point  out  at  this  stage  that  owing  to  the  serious 
shoi  tage  of  houses  in  the  district  it  is  very  difficult  to  proceed  for 
the  purpose  of  closing  houses  which  are  considered  to  be  unfit  for 
hunian  habitation,  inasmuch  as  people  occupying  the  houses, 
where  closing  orders  have  been  served,  have  to  my  knowledge 
made  every  effort  to  secure  alternative  accommodation,  but 
unfortunately  have  failed. 

OVERCROWDING. 

There  is  still  serious  overcrowding  in  the  area,  the  chief 
causes  for  which  are  (a)  shortage  of  houses.  Many  houses  which 
are  convenient  for  one  family  only  are  at  present  occupied  by 
two  families,  and  in  many  cases  are  very  overcrowded. 

Several  people  who  are  occupying  small  houses  with  large 
families,  and  the  father  only  a breadwinner,  are  afraid  to  apply 
for  a larger  and  more  suitable  house  as  they  say  they  cannot 
possibly  find  the  high  rent  demanded.

Cubic  space,  ventilation,  lighting,  drains,  internal  reconstruction

The  Council  also 
purchased  a new  motor  lorry  of  the  sanitary  type,  which  is 
properly  covered.
